American political ritual, one that has occur 
red without break for ncarly'200'yCars, 
whether In good times or bad, war or p^ce, 
boom or bust.

Yet this time the change Involving the 
assumption of powers of a newly elected Con- 
gress and a newly sworn president takes place 
in an atmosphere charged with an unusutd 
sense of history and hl^ stakes; 

We are about to witness the 50th Inaugura- 
lion of an American president. Halfway Into - 
his term, the nation will mark the 200th an- 
niversary of the adoption of its Constitution 
(and thus in a real sense the true bicentennial 
of the American governmental system). 

At that same time the 100th Congress of the 
United States will have Just taken Its scat. 

Fate, luck, history and the will of the people 
have conspli^ to put the oldest man ever to ' T 
serve as president Into (he White House dur- 
ing this period. 

Two weeks after he takes his inaugural oath 
at the Capitol, Ronald Reagan will celebrate 
hls74th birthday. Consider how extraordinary 
that fact alone Is: 

Among notable, If not grcal presidents, 
Washln^n and Jefferson were 57 when first 
Inaugural^, Llnoolh 52, Wilson 56, Franklin 
RooseveltSl (and, after being elected four 
times, only 63 wh» be died) , Eisenhower 62

But 
there arc others more significant than a 
recitation of historical facts, figures and 
precedents: 

In the post few days, much has been mode 
of the potential Impact of the departure of so 
many tc^level White Housealdes 
simiUtancously with the bcglnhing of 
Reagan’s second term.

BURLEY — State Water Resourcifes Department 
• director Ken Dunn says that' on eroded tunnel 
underneath the Oakley reservoir must be repaired 
within GO days, or there will bo no way to safely drain 
the rising yiaters. 

At a ‘Hicsday press conference In Burley, Dunn 
declared that "there Is no Imminicnt danger" of a 
tunnel breach that could cause up to 5,000 cubic feet 
per second of water to come cascading down from the 
reservoir. The flow from a tunnel brc<^ would be five 
times the maximum flows from the reservoir during 
lost spring's flood season. . 

Thc-concrele-walled. tunnel . runs underneath the 

reservoir — about'80 feet beneath the top of the reser- 
voir — and has been used to release water Into Iniga- 
' - tlon canals and diversion channels. Wet-suit clad state 
dam in^)cctors discovered In December that the tun- 
nel's gate structures and interior were seriously dam- 
aged by the release of reservoir flood waters last spr- 
ing. - • 

If the erosion problem should take a turn for the 
worse, Dunn said he would not rule out the possibility 
of precautionary evacuations downstream from the 
reservoir. He said any evacuation order "would be the 
decision of the civil defense folks." 

’ But Dunn said that a recent engineering Inspection 


indicated that from eight to 10 feet of rock and earth 
flll'rcmaincd between the eroded tunnel and the res-" 
ervolr waters Utiit ile above It. And water Is seeping 
through the eroded area into the tunnel, an action that 
will apparently help reduce hydrostatic pressures 
above the tunnel. 

On Monday, State Water Resources Department of- 
ficial Loren Holmes said the reservoir must be main- 
tained at its present level of 101.65 feet until the 
repairs are complete. But on Tuesday, Dunn said that 
to help with the repair job, his agency would allow the 
reservoir to .continue to rise during the construction 
period. 

Dunn said the reservoir Is currently filling up at Uic 
rale of about one-half foot per week, about twice the 
rate that occurred at this time last year. The reservoir 
is currently about half full,, with the . water level 
roughly 35 feet from the top of it's west-side spillway.'- 

The Increased rate of January runoff is due to satu- 
rated soil conditions, which have recharged springs 
and creeks to much higher levels than those of 1983, 
according to a U.S. Soli Conservation Service official. 

The current water content of the Oakley drainage - 
basin snowpack appears to be 30 percent above nor- 
mal and about half as much os the total water content 
of lost year’s record snowpack, SCS official said. 

Dunn said the state Water Resources Department Is 
working with the Oakley Canal Co., the operator of the

There, 
he said he will have more room and still be 
easily accessible toother county officials. 

Cause said he will keep two small rooms in 
the courthouse that now serve as the. pro-., 
secutbr's office. This will serve os a work area 
and space for Interviews dose to (he court 


rooms on days that he is In court. 

' The prosecutor will be sworn Into office on 
Monday, but he said he handled a number of 
arraignments and senlencings Tuesday In 
Fifth Dtetrlct Court. The services were free to 

the county,' he added. 

.. -Cause has appolnted.Morlene Weed, who - 
ran against him as an independent candidate 
last fall, os his deputy prosecutor. Weed is ^dso 
a law partner of Dan Adamson, the outgoing 
prosecutor. 

Cause said Adamson is also going to serve 
os a deputy during the transition period as he 
takes over the prosecutor {xsUlon.

Old cookbook brings back 
memories of first pie crust^

Someone once sold, "He was a 
bold man who first ate an oyster.” I 
can believe It, since It took me 40 
years to work up the nerve to con- 
sume my first one. But 1 have been 
enjoying them ever since. 

Up through April, oysters will'be 
ovailable across the land. From the 
.'good Lynnhavens off the coast of 
^ V h ^ a, to the tiny Olympias of the 

watera abound with these bivalves. 
But few oysters capture the ocean 
flavor and buttery quallty as do the 
moUusks from Delaware that are 
said to have delighted William 
Penn. 

Oysters on the half shdl are stUl 
the top attraction, but some like 
them hot, and this Is the reason for 
oyster roastsTMany residents of the 
suburbs or -countryside feature 
them at weekend cookouts. 

A friend of mine hosts such a 
roast every January, and people 
come from mlles.away to partake of 
the fe^t. WhUe guests quaff cold 
beer or steaming coffee, the host 
and a couple of volinteeis poke at 
the oysters lined iip on a sted plate 
over a log' Are. As the oysters pop 
<q>en, they are removed from the 
shells and dunked In a skillet of 
melted butter. 

Within bandy reach are pots of 
pickled, cabbage.and.bowls of hot 
roasted chestnuts. ’ ’ • ' 

If you are going to dunk ro’sters In 
butter, you'd better equip yourself 


with a large, absorbent glove and a 
big napkin to wipe off your chin at 

Intervals . . 

For those who find such a roast 
too nigged in winter, oyster stew 
makes a good substitute. The 
bivalves, floating In a rich mixture 
of hot cream and butter, are 
delicious with plenty of butted' 
toast. 

Since an oyster roast Is not 
avellable ’U) most’'Clty ' dwellers; 
here Is a recipe for a stew.
